The attorney presented arguemnts regarding differences between instant composition and that of the prior art. Pointed 
out to the attorney that Example 5, line 1 at page 13 of specification recites Span 60 or estriol in ethanol. This means 
that just the estriol (steroidal agent) alone can be dissolved in ethanol. Prior art teaches similar preparation using 
methanol. The attorney said it is a typographical error and that it should be 'and' instead of 'or'. After verification that it 
does not constitute new matter, informed the attorney that the recitation 'or' in example 5, line 1 is a typo.
